ALERTA’S. NORTHERN ROADS 
WILL COST $882,116 MORE 
THIS YEAR 


Edmonton— Public acounts tabled 
in the legislature last week show 
that the province actually expended 
on the northern railway lilnes in 1927 
the total sum of $1,910,479.82 This 
was for construction, operation and 
maintenances and bond interest and 
charges on the Central Canada, La- 
combe and Northwestern: Alberta end 
Great Waterways, and Edmonton, 
Dunvegan and British Columbia lines 
also including $346,398.39 expended 
in the construction of the new Pem- 
bina Valley line. 

Heavy Year Ahéad 

The estimates for 1928 provide for 
the appropriation of $2,792,596 for 
running the northern railways, or 
$882,116.18 more than was actually 
expended last year. 

The chief points in the public ac- 
counts have already been made pub- 
lic in advance in the budget speech 
of Treasurer R. G. Reid including the 
fact that the province had a deficit 
of $215,980.33 for 1927 The actual 
revenue was $17,263,400.64 for the 
year against $12,501,046.54 estimated 
of $237,645.90 less than the amount 
estimated. The expenditures were 
$12,479,380.97 against $12,474,868.05 
estimated or $4,512:92 more than was 
estimated but these figures have al- 
ready been published. 

Irrigation Estimates 

For colonization and irrigation dis- 
tricts it was estimated.that $52,675 
would be required and $52,306.64 was 
actually expended while the advances 
under the act to the Lethbridge Nor- 
thern District of course balanced at 
$450,000.

Hugh Pearce, of Bearberry has a 
letter in a recent issue of The Al- 
berta Farmers on the subjeect of road 
building and what he calls ‘‘cash tax” 
idea. I want to say a few things a- 
bout Hugh’s leiter. In the first place 
I am with him to the drop of the 
hat in his effort to wean farmers a- 
way from th» idea that it-is good 
business to have roads built or main 
tained by letting the farmers work 
out some poriion of their tax bills 
on the roads. 

“I do not know’ of a more unsat- 
isfactory way to handle the munici- 
pal road situation. 

Gives Poor Results 

“I do not know of a way that gives 
such poor result. for the money 
spent. The svoner we determine that 
us 1 uds shall pe built in our munici- 
pality that have not been planned by 
a competent read engineer the bet- 
ter it will be. The sooner we decide 
of these properly planned 
roads shall be built any way than by 
contract, according to the plan and 
specifications the more certain we 
shall be that woe are getting what we 
planned to have and paid for. 

Pay Cash for Work 

There is nothing to prevent a 
clause in the coutract requiring the 
contractor to employ all the local 
farm labor possible ahead of outsid- 
ers. That will mean that the farmers 
will be getting cash for their work 
and they,ean pay their taxes with 
the cash. It will also mean that work 
ing for the coutractor, he will see to 
it that they get paid for no more 
work than they actually do. And the 
maintenance of the roadways after 
they are built should be handled on 
the same businesslike basis—The Al- 
her Farmer.

under foot blown around as dust, and 
inhaled by other people, and may 
finally come to rest in the lungs. 
Children Most Susceptible 

In the home the chief danger is to 
children, though adults may become 
infected also. The chief sources of in+ 
fection for children are infected dish- 
es, rooms towels or infected milk and 
kissing. Children should be kept from 
all contract with sick relatives 

From what has been said, it is 
plain that if all people who have to 
spit would destroy it carefully, would’ 
refrain from kissing and would keep 
clean hands, and 1! all milk were boil 
ed or pasteurized, it would not be 
long before the spread of this dread 
disease would be to a_ great extent 
checked.

GREER’S PLEA 
FOR SAFETY 


BY ERWIN GREER 


(President Greer School of Electrical 
Automotive Trades, Chicago, II.) 


Enough men, women and children 
to populate a city the size of Nash- 


ville Ténnessee, have been killed by } 


automobiles in the United States dur 
ing the last eight years. Or, as the 
National Chamier of Commerce puts 
it, more than the total death lists in 
the Americano forces during the} 
World War. Specifically, 137,017 per 
sons were killedi in this country by 
automobiles be.ween January 1, 1919 
and January 1, 1927, while the total 
deaths in the States forces amounted 
to 120,050. In those eight years some 
3,500,000 persons have been injured 
in automobile csccidents and 26 per 
cent of the killed and injured were 
children under the age of fifteen 
years Last year it was estimated that 
23,000 persons were killed by auto- 
mobiles, an ‘ncrease of a thousand 
over the previous year. Fatalities in 
seventy-seven cf the largest cities 
during the four weeks ending July 
16 according cc Department of Com- 
merce figures shuw a seven per cent 
increase over !cst year, 
Increase Threatened 

What the lirvest of 1927 is to be 
cannot be predic.ed yet. In some com 
munities where safety campaigns 
have been conducted, the death rates 
have decreased Lut in other sections 
of the country the increase threat- 
ens to offset tiie gain. 

As we stand facing the rising sun 
of a new yeur let us dedicate our- 
selves anew to the cause of safety. 
Last year’s revord is not one to be 
proud of. The lung list of those killed 
or mained in tcaffic accidents is ap- 
palling. Pause a moment on_ this 
start of a new year and check up 
on yourself.

Do you ride your brakes when ap- 
proaching cro3s streets? 

Do you ,watch for children and 
careless pedestrians who might dart 
unexpectedly from the curb?
